Candidates are also warned that they should in no case cor 
rect or altor or otherwiso tampor with any entry in the 
documents submitted by them nor should they submit a tam 
pered document. If there is any inaccuracy or any discrepancy 
between two or more such documents, an explanation regard 
ing the discrepancy may be submitted separately . 


Candidates will thus understand that the Matriculation 
Certificate is required in all cases as evidence of age , and it 
must invariably be sent to the Commission , in original, with 
a copy thereof, together with the application . 

Sometimes the Matriculation or equivalent Certificate does 
not show the date of birth , or only shows the age by com 
pleted years or completed years and months.
